The 
arguments are not persuasive for the reasons sited in the last Office Action. For example, the applicant asserts that cited prior art do not 
teach - "a cash point roll, i.e. a cash register roll", (see pages 4 - 5 of the Remarks). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees, Thompson does discloses "a cash point roll, i.e. a cash register roll" at (Thompson, col. 2, lines 15 - 
37 - cash register , sheet or roll) 

For these reasons, Thompson clearly teaches "a cash point roll, i.e. a cash register roll". Further,the applicant asserts that cited prior art do 
not teach - "durable plastic liner", (see page 5 of the Remarks). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees, Thompson does discloses "durable plastic liner" at (Thompson, col. 5, lines 41 - 61 - advertising 
usually has a plastic film to cover the advertising to give a more durable and shiny surface.).
